had thereby injured its credit. 
Im ­ 
portant in themselves, these sultH were 
rendered doubly to by the fact. th a t it 
was the first time that a municipality 
in this country sought to restrict the 
right to criticize its corporate acts. 
The judge. In sustaining the dem urrer 
of one of the 
newspapers, declared 
that the city had no cause for action 
and denied it the right to amend its 
petition. 
Quoting 
from the illinois 
constitution of 1870, which 
lays 
It 
down that " every person may freely 
speak, write and publish on all sub­ 
jects, being responsible fop the abuse 
of that liberty,'* the court said that 
legitimate restraints bud been n a r­ 
rowed down lo the lour heads of blas- 
phemy, immorality, sedition and de­ 
famation. 
Tho first two were not in­ 
volved, and counsel for the plaintiff 
adm itted that the publications were 
not seditious. 
T here remained only 
the question whether there was de­ 
famation or libel aud, if so, w hether 
it was applicable to a municipality, 
and on thai question the decision was 
rendered. 
The A pet am endm ent to tho C onstr 
tution provides th a t Congress shall 
m ake no law abridging the freedom of 
speech or oi the press, and therefore 
the Chicago ju rist with great proprie­ 
ty stressed the fact that at Uh* very 
inception of this government liberty 
in these two m atters was regarded ai 
indispensable to a free State, adding 
that those who attem pted to check tin* 
passion for it were branded by his­ 
tory as barbarians and tyrants.

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LIBERTY OF TMK PURKS 


A case affecting very seriously the 
liberty of the press was decided last 
Saturday. 
The city of Chicago claim ­ 
ed heavy dam ages in identical suits 
for libel which It instituted against 
two newspapers, alleging 
that 
they 
had published false statem ents regard­ 
ing Chicago's financial H anding and 
had thereby injured its credit. 
Im­ 
portant in themselves, these suits were 
rendered doubly so by the fact that, it 
VVUS the first time that a municipality 
In this country sought to restrict the 
right to criticize its corporate acts. 
The judge, in sustaining the dem urrer 
of one of the 
newspapers, declared 
that the city had nu cause for action 
and denied It the right to amend its 
petition. 
Quoting from the 
Illinois 
constitution of 1X70, which 
lays 
it 
down that “ every person may freely 
speak, write and publish on all sub­ 
jects, being responsible for the ahunt 
of that liberty,” the court said that 
legitimate restraints bud been Hal­ 
lowed down to the four heads of blas­ 
phemy, Immorality, sedition and de­ 
famation. 
The first two were not In­ 
volved. and counsel for the plaintiff 
admitted that the publications were 
not seditious. 
T here remained only 
the question w hether there wus de­ 
famation or libel and, if so, whether 
it was applicable to a municipality, 
and on tiiat quest ion the decision was 
rendered.

At midnight they came to the 
bungalow of Kennedy in Beverly Glen, 
exclusive and quit© 
suburb.

walked, arm in arm , up the stone walk 
to the door. 
Then Madelynne thought of some­ 
thing. 
A year before she had buried a 
penny —a lucky penny, she called It— 
beneath a stone at the fool of the 
steps. 
“Was It still there?” she wondered. 
She stepped down. leaned over and 
lighted a match to see. 
Two shot rang out.

nedy cried: “Madalynne," and his body 
cam e tumbling down th© steps, life 
fast fading.
